Sweeps Country 


John Johnson 
Perishes in Storm 


John Johnson, living about 
eight miles east of town was a 
victim of Monday's storm. 
Orville Smith. on his way home 
on Tuesday morning noticed 
the wagon and horses in a field 


and on investigation found the 
ddceased lying in the bottom of 
his wagon box, evidently dead 
fora long time. Mr. Johnson 
had left home in the forenoon 
for Champion for a lond of coal. 
The team had evidently taken 
a road which had been used as 
ashort cut through the field, 
about one and one half miles 
from home. After this it was 
apparent they had moved in 
circles until the team became 
entangled in a drift, where they 
were discovered. The tracks 
appeared to have bcen made in 
part after the worst of the 
storm was over, so it is quite 
possible the team wandered 
around after the driver was 
dead. 

The police were immediately 
notitied, while G. F.Smith and 
others left at once for the scene, 
releasing the horses, which 
were able to walk home. Mr. 
and Mrs. F. Wise in the mean- 
time carried the sad news to 
the deceased's two sisters, the 
Misses Marie and Sophie, who 
were living at the farm. The 
body was brought into town 
to W. C. Hoskins’ undertaking 
rooms and the coroner notified, 

The deceased was very widely 
known in this vicinity having 
lived here for 23 years, and his 
home was always the centre of 
a boundless hospitality. He 
was born in Sweden: moving, to 
Duluth, Mion,, at the age of six 
years, coming to Cinampion 
from the latter city. He has 
farmed here, obout eight miles 
east of town, continuously

That 
isa good temperature, Here in the 
West we often err in overheating our 
houses, and add to that sin the evil of 
a bad system of ventilation. It is no 
wonder in such an atmosphere that 
colds spread through a family, from 
the family to the school, or all over 
the town, 

The treatment for a cold is simple 
enough. “Goto bed at once and stay 
there till better” 
known doctor, 


is the advice of a well 
Drink lots of water 
and such drinks as hot lemonade and 
black currant juice, both of which are 
excellent. Drugs should only be taken 


under the doctor’s advice. Hot foot- 
baths (about 110 F.) ave effective fol- 
lowed at once by bed. Do not try to 
“ceneck a cough,” rather try to expec- 
torate as this relieves the congestion. 
Rub the chest with warm camphor- 
ated oil, Avoid all quack 
and so called catarrh cures. 

If there is high fever, call a doctor 
at once, you will lessen the danger of 
complications, the symptoms of which 
cannot be always recognized by the 
patient's friends,

During the year re-inspections and 
surveys were called by the Pool on 
1,777 cars, resulting in 614 grades be- 
ing raised, 8 lowered and 1,155 with 
original grade held, The net gain to 
Pool shippers was $60,535.46,

monthly 89 over the past season, This 
includes the branch offices at Edmon- 
ton, Vancouver and Winnipeg.

Some idea of the amount of business 
transacted by the Pool can be gained 
from the amount of mail despatched, 
which totalled 618,378 during the year, 
or an average of 1,700 pieces for each 
working day.
